always sit by a window in airplanes because I love watching 
the mountains and rivers scroll below, while contemplating the 
astonishing fact that I am actually flying. It's remarkable how 
many things we take for granted that in our grandparents’ time 
could only have been explained as magic. It can cast a spell over 
you. 

couldn’t look away as Ben Stookesberry and his crew live- 
tweeted last summer's most intriguing expedition. They traveled 
600 miles on traditional canoe routes to access previously un-run 
rapids in northern Labrador’s Torngat region (Return of the Long 
Boat, p, 51), I was hooked, watching the expedition unfold in a 
continuous stream of Facebook updates, Instagram photos 
mapping, and audio clips. 

It’s becoming a familiar addiction. I was transfixed 
as Aleksander Doba, a 67-year-old Polish grandfather 
and owner of the world’s most magnificent beard, 
sent cryptic texts from his 1 67-day kayak crossing 
of the Atlantic Ocean. I followed tweet- by-tweet 
as CNN reporter John Sutter paddled America's 
most endangered river, the San Joaquin, And 
though I complain that I don’t have enough 
time for the things that matter most— my 
wife, my kids, paddling— I spend every empty 
moment online, following those who do. If 
a Smartphones Anonymous chapter ever 
opens on my block I'll be the first to stand 
up and admit I have a problem. 

When Stookesberry posted a note that 
he and the boys were running low on food, my 
obsession went into overdrive, I pictured them on 
some windblown shard of the Canadian Shield, dizzy 
from hunger and scouting must-make lines. And then 
noticed something curious, Between foraging for food, evading 
polar bears and firing up first descents in the wilds of Torngat, a 
half-starved Ben Stookesberry had managed to 'like' all sorts of 
stuff on Facebook. 

The technology we celebrate in this issue of C&K ("The Gear 
We Love,'’ p. 48) allows us to seek extraordinary experiences 
all over the planet in greater comfort and safety than 
ever, It also allows us to watch from afar as others 
do the exploring. That's wonderful and a little bit 
dangerous. Wonderful if we use it to inspire our own 
adventures: dangerous If we let it replace them. 

Because watching the mountains and rivers 
pane of glass— whether an airplane window or the 
in the palm of your hand— is no way to live.

Several 
studies have connected the HWA’s rapid spread to wanner 
temperatures. The death of these magnificent trees not only 
degrades the paddling experience visually it presents an extreme 
hazard in the form of strainers. On a recent trip down Section III of 





the Chattooga with hundreds of standing-dead hemlocks per mile, 
we had to dodge fallen hemlocks on some classic rapids of this Wild 
and Scenic River. — John M.

Nearly half a century ago, plastics manufacturer Uniroyal was 
desperate to find a commercial application fora unique t he rm of o rmed 
material it devised in the boom years following World War II. 
Uniroyal tried and failed to mold powerboats, model cars and even 
an amphibious motorhome before it began to experiment on the 
humble canoe. But it worked. Soon, venerable builder Old Town and 
upstarts like Mad River and Dagger were ordering sheets of Royalex 
to produce a new generation of ultra-tough canoes, The stuff was 



almost impervious to impacts with rocks. Old 
Town famously threw a Royalex canoe off the 
factory roof for an ad campaign. It bounced, but 
was none the worse for wear. 

For nearly 40 years, this no-maintenance 
laminate of ABS plastic, foam and vinyl was 
the go-to material for tripping, whitewater 
and recreational canoes. And then last spring, 
PolyOne, the multinational corporation that had 
taken over the Royalex license and production 
facilities, stopped making the stuff. 

The shockwaves spread across the canoeing 
world: record sales as paddlers snapped up the 
last Royalex canoes to come off production 
lines; spiking prices for used Royalex boats; and, 
ultimately, a frenzy of R&D for a replacement. 

“This year showed us that Royalex truly 
wasn't ready to die off yet consumer-wise,”

T-FormeXj a three-layer laminated plastic 
with a foam core that can be shaped 
into canoes on existing Royalex molding 
equipment “It’s like Royalex but with a 
better shell to protect the structure,” 
says Chasse, who's also selling the raw 
material to other canoe manufacturers.

1980s, Old Town Canoe pioneered 
three-layer polyethylene canoes that 
were cheaper and just as durable as 
Royalex, albeit heavier. The company sti 
uses the material in a variety of boats 
today, including its brand-new NEXT, a 
13-foot, open-decked solo boat that combines the attributes of a canoe 
and a kayak. 

Meanwhile, Mohawk invested in blow-molding technology to produce 
stiffer, lighter and more durable polyethylene hulls, The catch; Mohawk is only 
able to use blow-molding for canoes less than 1 0 feet long. As a result, “We're 
focusing on whitewater," says Guin. Mohawk's new launch is the Phiend, a 
9-foot blow-molded creekboat

resisted the Royalex rage and pioneered Duraflex, a heavy-duty Kevlar 
composite, decades ago. Operations manager Lynne Smith says Duraflex 
is produced with a unique elastic resin that flexes to withstand impacts, yet 
also retains the smooth -paddling characteristics and lightness of composite 
canoes. Similarly, Ontario- based manufacturer Nova Craft developed Tuff Stuff, 
a new secret-recipe composite that owner Tim Miller claims is lighter, higher- 
performing and equally able to bounce back from hull-deforming impacts as 
Royalex, at a slightly higher price.

kayakers, daydreams 



of multi-week journeys are just that: fantasy, So why paddle an 
expedition-size kayak when a lighter, more nimble and compact 
boat meets your needs? As the market for short, beginner-oriented, 
value-priced recreational kayaks continues to boom, a distinct genre 
of high-performance, light-touring boat has emerged to bridge the 
gap between expedition and rec kayaks. 

The upshot: The next generation of light-tourers punches we 
above its weight For instance, California-based whitewater paddler 
Paul Gamache borrowed a friend's 14-foot Dagger Alchemy to 



paddle all 3,900 miles of the Missouri and Mississippi rivers on 



a record-shattering, 78-day source-to- 



of America's longest 



waterway. For one stretch of the journey, Gamache packed eight 
days worth of food and gear, including five gallons of water, into 
his pint-sized boat 

While Gamache's adventure pushed light touring to the extreme,

"Consumers are turning away from the traditional 17- to 
1 8-foot touring kayak in favor of shorter, sportier vessels," says 
David Hadden of Necky Kayaks, ''These boats a can still handle 
a multi-day trip, but they provide a much better platform for 
shorter trips and after- work time on the water." Hadden knows 
of what he speaks, He recently traded his 1 S-foot touring boat 
for a 1 4-foot Manitou. “We all aspire to that long trip on the 
Maine coast, but family and work don't often afford that liberty^ 
he says. 'These shorter boats are better suited for convenient 
and realistic paddling trips"

Delta Kayaks, a pioneer in lightweight 
thermoformed plastic construction, this 
year debuts its new Delta 1 4, with a 
moderate V-shaped hull designed for 
stability and plenty of glide at cruising 
speed. 

Riot also offers its popular Edge 
line in a thermoformed layup this year. 
Available in 11-, 13- and 14.5-foot 
lengths, the Edge is the quintessential 
light touring kayak; Compact, stable, but 
with enough performance features to 
grow w'ith a paddler's skillset 

Meanwhile, Point 65 downsized its 
composite XO touring kayaks to develop 
a new line of roto-molded day-tourers, 
without subtracting features. Measuring 
1 1 and 13 feet, respectively, the XO 1 1 
and XO 1 3 include fore and aft hatches, 
svelte European styling and Point 65's 
customizable AIR seat 

Even box-store kayaks are getting 
performance-oriented makeovers. 
A unique V-shaped hull injects the 
Emotion Envy 1 1 with a boost of speed. 
Pelican also stretched out its popular 
rec boat to create the eye-catching 
Intrepid 120X, 

Britain's Venture Kayaks has added 
its unique '‘Skudder”— a combination 
skeg and rudder— to the 1 2- and 
14-foot Islay models. Also entering 
the fray of roto-molded sub- 14-foot 
touring options is New Wave Kayaks, 
an offshoot of Hurricane, debuting its 
Marvel line of streamlined, full-featured 
sit-insides, 

Finally, touring kayak stalwart 
Current Designs downsized its ever- 
popular flagship Solstice expedition 
kayaks, The result is the Equinox, a 
sleek, mid-volume, 16-foot composite 
tourer boasting premium made-in-USA 
construction. The company also added 
performance-oriented skeg options to 
its shorter, sub- 12-foot Vision line.

From the finish line, the crowd 
sees nothing. Only the loudspeaker 
announcing Fabien Lefevre's name 
hints at the action unfolding higher 
on the course. 

Who? The clock near the finish 
line displays the name Lefevre 
and next to it, “USA." Seconds 
begin tallying up on the clock as 
announcer Kent Ford describes 
Lefevre’s final C-1 run, which is 
going very well indeed; the smooth 



strokes, the dance on the water Then a faint 
murmur builds from the top of the course. 
Ford's voice grows in excitement, words thrown 
together faster as the murmur becomes a cheer 
growing louder, closer. The tidal wave moves 
through the course, spectators raising their arms 
as Lefevre appears at the upstream bend. 

Lunging forward and back, he crashes 
through a hole, his boat knifing between green 
downstream markers and pivoting deftly through 
the red upstream gates. A riotous procession 
stampedes in his wake, carrying the Stars and 



Stripes high overhead. These are Lefevre’s 
teammates, urging him forward. The mob howls. 

The man in the canoe drives across the finish 
line and raises his fist, clutching from the air a 
moment to hold onto forever. Fabien Lefevre has 
won the world championship for Team USA. 

“Freedom has no price." That is the motto 
of your new C-1 slalom world champion, The 
concise statement explains why Lefevre, a 
double Olympic medalist and six-time world 
champion with the powerful French team, now 
makes his home in the United States and its 
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relatively anemic slalom program. 

Freedom. The concept matters to 
any passionate paddler At the end of 
the day, paddling is simply an individual 
pursuit of happiness, Lefevre felt stifled 
in his 10 years as a star of the French 
slalom juggernaut, despite winning a 
showcase full of medals and receiving 
lavish financial support. He wasn't happy 
as part of a machine, even one as well- 
oiled as the French national team. He 
needed a change, 

"When you want to create, you 
have to have space," Lefevre says of 
his chosen art form, slalom racing. He 
found that space in the U.S. team, where 
coaches accept his decision to compete 
in both C-1 and K-1 as just that— his 
decision. 

Lefevre feels welcome in the United 
States, where he is a legal U S. resident. 
As such he is permitted to represent the 
United States at the world championships, 
but not the Olympic Games. He hopes to 
become an American citizen in time to 
represent his new country at the 2016 
Rio de Janeiro Olympics. 

In addition to his C-1 gold, Lefevre 
finished 10* in K-1 , as his former French 
teammates swept the podium. Lefevre, 
32, also competed in the C-1 and K-1 
team events— a schedule that had him 
racing five times in one day. He's a team 
player, helping to build something- 
pushing the younger paddlers to 
success, and giving them the feeling of 
gold. "It is something I am happy to share 
with my teammates," he says, adding that 
his win, and Michal Smolen's U-23 K-1 
world title earlier this summer, "reinforces 
the attitude of the national team to bring 
home results— to not feel small when we 




are racing in Europe." 

Lefevre’s C-1 title cements his place 
as one of the greatest slalom athletes 
of all time, with world championships in 
all three boat classes. It is the last piece 
of hardware in the trifecta, however— the 
one under the American banner— that 
could spark U.S. racing forward. 

Lefevre's triumph was one of 
many highlights at the worlds, which 
also included Australian Jessica Fox 
becoming the first woman ever to win 
gold in both K-1 and C-1. And though 
hundreds of fans and volunteers lined 
the banks of the Adventure Sports 
Center International (ASCI), in McHenry, 
Maryland, to witness these feats, one 
couldn’t help but notice some of the 
empty seats in the stands. One thing 
is still missing in U.S. slalom: American 
fans. 

Building support is no small task, 
but results like Lefevre's and Smolen’s 
certainly help. Winning breeds attention, 
and attention means media coverage. 
As it was in 1 989, Olympic broadcaster 
IMBC was on hand at this year’s worlds. 
In October, the network aired a half-hour 
program about the worlds to 96 million 
households. 

“We get to tell Fabien's American 
story," says USA Canoe/ Kayak Executive 
Director Joe Jacobi. “A guy who gives up 
a great athletic support system in France, 
to come to America and embrace the 
true essence of American values. I think 
that's powerful," Jacobi says. Perhaps 
powerful enough to resonate with 
mainstream viewers, despite a media 
landscape that has become saturated in 
the last 25 years. 

The other key piece of support is

The event was hosted in a whitewater 
mecca; the artificial ASCI course is on a mountaintop just 
minutes from the fabled Upper Yo u g h iog hen y. Despite tone- 
deaf scheduling that put the worlds’ Saturday finals in direct 
competition with Gauley Rest, the kayaking community came to 
watch, cheer, volunteer and support. But for a race on the world 
stage— one that hasn’t come to the United States in a quarter- 
century— there could have been more, many more. In America, 
the bridge between slalom racing and recreational whitewater 
needs rebuilding. Notable paddlers who pass between the two 
competitive worlds, like international creek racers Mike Dawson, 
Nouria Newman, and Vavra Hradilek, make an impact, They bring 
an appreciation for the honed slalom skills and the crossover 
effect they have on a paddler's river-running capabilities. 

“You don’t need to be a slalom racer to have the sport add 
some value to your happiness as a paddler," Jacobi argues. 
He speaks with pride of cheering on athletes who give up 
everything to compete full-time. These are everyday athletes 
who don't receive anything close to the high-dollar endorsements 
of mainstream professional athletes. They follow their passion 
for moving water, seeking a nearly impossible excellence and 
precision in the chaos of whitewater, dancing on the razor's edge 
between victory and defeat. 

These are also athletes who are realistic about the reach of 



a single event. 

There was never a guarantee that hosting the worlds would 
lead to more homegrown support for U.S. slalom racers, says 
American Casey Eichfeld, who competed here in both C-1 and 
C-2. He’s standing with his C-2 partner, Devin McEwan. The 
pair smile and laugh, but when the question turns to the sports 
development in the U.S., they go straight-faced.

Eddy has a long history with point-of^iew 
cameras, starling in the ‘90s when he filmed 
his rounds in the county canoe jousting 
championships by duct taping a camcorder 
in a Ziploc bag to his hockey helmet For 
counterbalance, he taped a one-pound flask of 
Yukon Jack to the other side. Later, he pioneered 
"drones" by fitting his 8-year-old cousin Stan with 
the setup and shooing him into the girls' locker 
room at Big Lake Community College. (Eddy's 
drone-work also documented Alderman Stone’s 
romance with Stan's mother, drastically altering 
the 1998 mayoral race.) So it’s no surprise Eddy 
is all in on the POV craze. Last summer, when 
Operation Beaver Cam went terribly awry and 
Eddy had to wriggle into the lodge to retrieve 
his smashed, waterlogged camera, he turned 
to an outside specialist to retrieve the footage. 
"We get water- logged memory cards ail the 



time," says David Zimmerman, president of data 
retrieval specialists LC Technology International. 
The company specializes in retrieving data from 
destroyed camera memory cards, and has even 
saved footage from burnt cards, "With the hard 
cases we usually take the cards apart to access 
the chipf he says. "If corroded, we’ll soak the chip 
in an antioxidizing solution. It's a labor-intensive 
process." The company has about an 80 percent 
success rate with destroyed memory cards, 
says Zimmerman. The service costs a couple of 
hundred bucks, but, when you're talking about 
blackmail footage, that's just the cost of doing 
business.

kayaked the Canyon in July of 1970, we 
Forest was born and private boaters began waiting 
decades for a permit This time it would be different 
Twenty-eight days, November into December, Fifteen 
of us in four kayaks and six 18-foot rafts. Under the 
leadership of David Marx, a veteran of the Colorado 
River, the group would be long on experience and skill, 

At 77, 1 would be the oldest, easily twice the age of 
almost anyone else on the trip. Forest, at 27 would be 
the youngest. 

This trip would be quite a contrast to my first. In the winter of 1 969, 
when our group of teens became obsessed by the idea of running the 
Colorado, very few had run the river and only a handful by kayak. Our 
head guide, Kenton Grua, was just breaking into the business with 
Ted Hatch. The fiberglass kayaks we paddled on the Colorado were 
products of our own basement workshops, and they made Kenton 
nervous until he saw that we could reliably roll them. 

There were no groovers, We did our business in the sand and 
sealed it with a rock. Campfires were open, built wherever we chose. 




We drank straight from the river, silt and all, There were no self-bailing 
rafts. Sunscreen was unknown. Human use of the Canyon in those 

times was light and the continuing pristine appeal of a campsite 
depended entirely on our own environmental consciousness. 

We mourned the loss of Glen Canyon, whose beauty and hidden 
places now lay under the dead waters of Lake Powell, which had 
reached full pool only three years earlier We were incensed by the 
seemingly unstoppable plans for the Marble and Bridge Canyon dams 
in Grand Canyon. 

But the dams were stopped, Voices such as Marlin Litton, Edward 
Abbey and Katie Lee played a major role. Our own awareness and 
activism might have made a small difference too, as members of 
our group became guides on rivers from the New in West Virginia to 
California’s American. Others would return to guide Litton's dories 

through the Canyon,

Growing up in the mountains of western North Carolina— where my folks had 
moved to start a wilderness education company in the early '80s— all of us kids 
learned to kayak in old fiberglass boats around the same time we could walk. 
Some of my earliest memoines are of kayaking, My parents are skilled whitewater 
boaters, and the fact that we were raised within an hour’s drive of some of the 
best rivers in the country (the Nantahala Ocoee, Chattooga and Tallulah to name 
a few) was no coincidence.

In June of 2012, unbeknownst to me, my river hiatus was nearing an end, I 
got a phone call from my friend David Marx asking me to fill a spot on his crew 
for a 28-day winter trip down the Grand Canyon. I said yes, asked if my dad could 
come too, and a year and some months later I found myself in the bow of a raft 
watching, with a big grin shared between us, as Dad rowed a perfect line through 
Hermit, one of the major rapids on the river. Dad and I captained one of the rafts, 
and together grew stronger and closer. Getting to see him back in the Canyon 
in his element, at 77 years of age, on a river that was so transformative for him

Scrambling high above the river, 
polished schist slick beneath my wet 
feet, I pause, pressed close against 
the canyon wall. The sound does not 
come again. But I am no less certain 
of what I heard, Guttural and lonely, 
primal air forced in distress from 
human lungs, the sound cuts through 
the thundering roar of Horn Creek 
Rapid below. Either the demon spirits 
that the Hop! believe rule the canyon 
have awoken, or Spanky and Dr, Al are 
in trouble, Maybe both.

The anticipation of the unknown— Lava 
Falls— has us all on edge, particularly the 
three of us in kayaks, The morning of 
flatwater leading up to (he rapid demands 
no concentration and lets our imagination 
run wild, creating an uneasiness in the gul 
Then we’re there, Over an hour of scouting, 
from both river-left and river-right, does 
nothing to relieve the queasy feeiing. 

I'll take the first run. There Is no road 
map, not even a word of experience to draw 
from. The several kayakers that I know have 
come this way before have either carried 
around or bumped down the rocky, shallow 
left side. 

Damn,' The entry point should have 
been more precise in my mindl I can’t 
really scout from the cockpit, I realize, as I 
glide toward the lip of Lava Quickly I'm in 
it, punching one hole, then being eaten by 
the next, which pops my skirt and pulls my 
butt out of the boat I jam my legs back into 
place and roll up next to the huge abrasive 
rock, the kayak filled with water. It’s an 
exhausting effort, but I finally paddle the 
submarine across the eddyline to safety, 

Carl decides to carry his kayak around. 
Frank, who has carefully watched my 
run, adjusts his line a foot to the right of 
mine and makes a perfect run, completely 
disappearing at times, The rafts, with the 
help of oars and lines, scrape over the rocks 
near the left shore, passengers walking. 

There is much sadness among our 
group tonight, as we realize it is our last 
night on the river. We form a back-rubbing 
circle around the fire and join voices in 
“Mariah,” “Scarborough Fair;" “Bonnie & 
Clyde" and other wistful songs. 

(Five days after our 1 970 trip ended, 
Walt Blackadar, the river-running surgeon 
from Salmon, Idaho would arrive for his 
first run of the Canyon. He too, was game 
for the heavy right side of Lava - rolling on 
each attempt - but as far as we know, we 
were the first.)

We push off from Upper Cove sometime 
around noon, rowing In silence, admiring 
the shafts of light that have found their 
way through the ragged cliff to the river 
below. At Vulcan's Anvil, Dad places 
our offering to Vulcan, a brilliant red 
and black striped rock, asking for safe 
passage through Lava Falls. 

Then we are there, all of us, perched 
on a giant hunk of basalt overlooking 
a chaos of surging waves, twisting 



currents and frothing pour-over holes 
and ledges, It is the most intimidating 
stretch of whitewater I have ever seen, 
heard, felt and feared. Hands tucked 
stoically in lifejackets or shading eyes 
for a better view, we exchange doubts 
and hopes from our high vantage point 
Dad walks, slowly, carefully, quietly to 
sit alone at the end of the rapid on a 
boulder as near to the great crashing 
currents as he can gel He wants so 
badly to run Lava with me, yet he also 
wants this opportunity to photograph 
each of the runs as they pass. 

As the winter sun dips below the 
canyon rim, we re-enter our kayaks 
and rafts, paddles and oars clenched in 
death grips as we charge the drop, one 
by one. Following a near perfect run by 
the kayakers, trip leader David enters in 
the first raft, gliding down the tongue, 
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straight and fast, Plunging 
into the second surging 
V-hole, he disappears 
for a moment, Then, as if 
launched by some volcanic 
geyser, the bow explodes 
upwards, a cascade of 
brown water surging off 
the blue tubes and tightly 
lashed piles of gear, plowing 
downriver to meet the 



standing wave- hole. With 
a boxer's ominous grace 
the wave coils back, loaded 
like a spring from hell, 
groomed high and sleek by a 
downstream wind. Its muddy 
fist crashes with sudden 
fury into the oncoming raft, 
pushing back and down, 
denying passage for a split 
second before laughing, 
shrugging its dark frothing 
shoulders and sending 
David and his craft gliding 
down his back.

kayak for an ocean-going 
rowboat and struck out east 
toward Canada in May 2012. 
Some 560 miles offshore 
she ran into Typhoon Mawar, 
a cyclone packing 130-mph 
gusts, and accepted a rescue 
from the Japanese Coast 
Guard. She went home to 
regroup, and set out from Japan 
again the following spring, 
landing in Adak after 1 50 days 
at sea, 

Then it was back to the UK. 
to prepare for the Aleutians. 

“We spent a winter training 
before the Alaskan leg" Outen 
says, “It felt like endless 
hours practicing rough-water 
handling." Despite Outen's 
lack of experience, Curgenven 
says she was confident in her 
partner’s stamina and positive 
attitude. 

As the veteran paddler 
Curgenven's strategy and 
decision-making abilities were 
a critical component of their 
success, 

“A lot of people told me this 
trip was impossible," Curgenven 
said, “But my theory is that 
nothing's impossible. You 
just need to be patient with 
conditions and tactical about 
safety, And, when you're out 
there with no help for hundreds 
of miles, there’s a little luck 
involved, too," 

The duo spent most of their 
Alaskan experience in relative 
solitude, with only their boats, 
each other and wildlife for 
company. At points they were 
more than 800 miles from the 
nearest Coast Guard station, 

"The sense of solitude in the 
Aleutians is immense,” Avery 
says, “Looking south, the next 
landfall is New Zealand. That's a 
lot of ocean." 

The exposure was very real. 
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Curgenven says, due primarily to the remoteness and 
lack of reliable Information about the crossings. "One of 
the longest crossings, between Seguam and Amutka 
islands, was 37 miles with no published information 
about the currents' Curgenven says. "Our longest 
distance without resupply was 250 miles.” 

Outen and Curgenven spent 37 of 101 days 
hunkered down under heavy rain and wind. When the 
weather did clear, they would push for 12 or 16 hours 
at a time to make the most of cooperative conditions, 
Between the atrocious weather and the grueling 
pace, the women enjoyed remote hot springs and 
snowcapped volcanoes. They encountered massive 
bears, sea lions, seals and a multitude of other wildlife. 

"Alaska is now my favorite place in the whole world," 
says Outen. "It is sublime on so many levels. I fee! 
super lucky for my experiences there, even with the 
challenges."

Outen and Curgenven made landfall In Homer 
on August 1 4, where they celebrated with locals and 
well-wishers at the Salty Dog Saloon. After a quick trip 
home to visit her fiance, Outen spent a week in Homer 
gearing up to cycle across North America 

"I began cycling out of Homer on August 30, and 
made it to Canada in two weeks and two days" Outen 
told C£Kin mid-September. “Now I’m turning south 
toward the U.S., aiming to make about 50 miles a day 
while in the mountainsr 

Outen’s next major milepost will be New York, 

From there, she'll row home to London, She hopes 
to complete her journey by September 201 5, but not 
before raising funds for the many charities her mission 
supports. 

"My goal is to raise 100,000 pounds sterling for 
the charities I'm supporting," Outen said. "But I’m also 
doing this for women, the LGBT community and the 
equal rights movement now. This trip has taken on tar 
more meaning than I originally imagined. It's not just my 
journey anymore"

WHAT'S YOUR DESIGN PROCESS? I 
use 3D CAD models to refine hull 
shapes for the desired perfor- 
mance. I run the preliminary de- 
sign through several performance 
analyses and continue refining 
the shape After several rounds 
of performance tweaks. I'll look 
at the aesthetics and continue 
sculpting the model. After many 
iterations balancing performance 



and aesthetics, a prototype is 
built to understand what needs 
further improvement The final de- 
sign is documented in CAD draw- 
ings for the DIY builder or in CAM 
files for kit production at CLC. 

WHAT’S YOUR PADDLING BACK- 
GROUND? My early paddling was 
mostly in canoes, with trips on 
the lakes of New England, the 
Adirondacks and Canada. I dabbled 
briefly in Whitewater but found 
myself drawn to saltwater, where I 
sought out rock gardens, dynamic 
water, and some touring. My sea 
kayak designs retain some influ- 
ence from my Whitewater days in 
their responsiveness.

HOW DIO YOU START PADDLING? 

My parents were marathori canoe 
racers, and my brother, sister and 
I all started at a young age, Very 
quickly we met Marcia Dones 
Smoke, who had won a Bronze 
medal in Olympic kayaking, and 
began flatwater sprint racing I be- 
came an Olympian as well, winning 
four medals including two golds in 
I98S— the K-1 1,000 meters and the 
K-2 1.000 meters with my partner 
Norm Bellingham. 



HOW DOES YOUR RACING BACK- 
GROUND INFLUENCE YOUR DE- 
SIGNS? I believe that competition 
really separates what works from 
what's a fad. That's given us the 
confidonco to Innovate. Conven- 
tional thought is that sea kayaks 
should have a long, rockorod bow 
to perform In rough water. Yet 
surfski paddlers use boats with 
vertical bows in water that is 
way bigger and more technical 
than most sea kayakers will ever 
encounter. So we gave our 16X sea 
kayak a vertical bow. and other 
features borrowed from racing, 
including lightweight materials and 
the TrakMaster rudder modeled on 
the rudders in surfskis. 

DESCRIBE YOUR DESIGN PHILOSO- 
PHY. My whole philosophy, and 
Epic’s in general is that we want 
people to have more fun out on 
the water In my view, you’re go- 



ing to have the most fun if you're 
paddling something that's efficient 
and comfortable 

WHAT'S YOUR DESIGN PROCESS? 

I'll talk with my business partner, 
12-time world surfski champion 
Oscar Chalupsky and others on my 
team We decide what kind of boat 
we want to make, and for what 
kind of paddler. Then I'll start with 
the hull below the waterline try 
ing different shapes, checking the 
stability, and doing drag calcula- 
tions. Once I find the sweet spot 
for the hull shape, we ll start look- 
ing at other features— how does 

it need to handle, what conditions 

it will be used in Finally, wo build a 
prototype and paddle it. I'm more 
the hands-on computer guy. and i 
count on Oscar for his estperience.

PADDLING? I took Up kaY^kiog aftec 
I broke my hip in 1967 and was on 

crutches for eight VLSI's, i had beer 
a wilderness freak, and to get back 
in to the wild while on crutches. I 
decided to solo kayak 900 miles 
down the Yukon River. In 1972 I 
spent 13 months touring and camp- 
ing from a kayak in the Queen Char- 
lotte Islands, where i designed and 
built my first stitch-and-glue kayak 
I needed a durable kayak that was 
still light enough to drag behind me 
while on crutches. 

DESCRIBE VOUR DESIGN PHI- 
LOSOPHY. All my early kayaks were 
designed forwilderness touring and 
recreational kayaking.

WHAT'S YOUR FAVORITE PYGMY 
DESIGN? The Murrelet APD. Even 
at age 71 I can paddle it at its hull 
speed for extended periods of time 
It's a great touring kayak which iVe 
taken on numerous camping trips 

HOW HAVE YOU INFLUENCED 
KAYAK DESIGN? In 1965 I wrote 
the first commercially available 
plate expansion software. I used 
it to produce Pygmy kayaks, but it 
was sold primarily to big shipyards 
to computer cut steel plate for 
ocean-going hulls. In 1986, 1 became 
the first CAD/CAM stitch-and- 
glue boat manufacturer in North 
America. Our kayaks are known 
for handling wind and waves well, 
and paddling well without a rudder. 
Pygmy's design and manufacturing 
innovations opened the door for 
lightweight, wooden, stitch-and- 
glue kits to become more sophisti- 
cated and widespread. 

DESCRIBE YOUR DESIGN PRO- 
CESS. All my boats are computer- 



designed with extensive computer 
modeling of design alternatives 
and their hydrostatics Full-sized 
prototypes are then built and on- 
water tested Some designs go 
through as many as three or four 
prototypes before being released 

PADDLING BACKGROUND. I Spent 
two and a half years on the Queen 
Charlotte Islands, living out of my 
kayak every summer. In total I've 
spent 17 summers, from one to four 
months, paddling and gathering 
most of the food I ate. Mother Na- 
ture took care of me. Last summer, 
at age 70, I went back to Great 

Slave lake for the seventh time and 
paddled solo for a month, fishing 
and living simply by kayak. I hope to 
keep paddling as long as I can.
